A 
broken hypodermic syringe and two 
empty drug bottles were found near 
the body. Dr. Marshall was former- 
ly an officer in the South Staffordshire 
regiment. i ' 

Mrs. Marshall stated that her hus- 
band had been addicted to the drug 
habit for several years, taking mor- 
phia and cocaine. He broke off the 


habit last year for a time, but could’ +e — 


not do without the drugs, and resumed 
them. She had known him to go 
into this railway tunnel for the pur- 
pose of injecting morphia into his leg. 
He went into the tunnel because 
was dark there, and he objected to 
making the injections in the light. He 
told her once that after he had inject- 
ed morphia into his leg in the tunnel 
he became unconscious on the bridge 
just above. She thought that on 
this occasion he might have become 
She once 
found him unconscious in a pit as a 
result of the drug. Mrs. Marshall 
added that her husband was very 
bright and showed no signs of sui- 
cide. 

Evidence as to the finding~of the 
body pointed to the fact that Mr. 
Marshall had his back dgainst the 
wall of the railway tunnel and was 
leaning down injecting morphia into 
his leg when the train struck him; or

Crown Prince Constantine, who suc- 
ceeds King George, is at present at 
Janina, He is expected to come 
here with all possible speed. 

The assassin of the king is’ an evil 
looking fellow about 40 years of ave. 
Upon being arrested he refused to ex- 
plain his motive for the crime, He 
declared that his name was Aleko 
Schinas, and, in reply to an officer 
who..asked him whether he had no 
pity for his country, answered that ne 
Was against governments. 

Schinas maintained a perfectiy {m- 
passive demeanor, which was sugges'- 
ive of his being irresponsible for his 
actions. ‘ 

Notwithstanding the rapidity with 
which the king received attention he 
was found to be dead on arrival at 
the ‘hospital. Precautions were at 
once taken throughout the city and 
perfect order is being maintained. 

The king fell into the arms of his 
aide when shot. Two soldiers ran 
up on hearing the firing, and helped 
to support him. He was placed ina 
carriage and efforts were made to 
stop the bleeding, but he breathed his 
last on the way to the hospital near- 
by. When Prince Nicholas bade the 
officers to swear fealty to Constantine 
they shouted: Long live the King.” 

Prince Nicholas is the only mem- 
der of the Royal family in Saloniki. 
Mourning cmblems are displayed ev- 
erywhere. 

The Greek government has iseued a 
proclamation announcing that the 
oath of fealty to King Constantine bas 
been taken, ; 

Since his triumphal entry into Sal- 
oniki, the king had been accustomed 
to take an afternoon walk to the 
famous White Tower-or to the-va 
Ty barracks in Lesser Karraburum. 
The king’s confidence in the people 
was so great that he went about free- 
ly, accompanied only by’ @ singlé’eqn- 
erry. The danger of this custom 
was apparent to the members of his 
entourage, who repeatedly, but with- 
out avail, requested His Majesty to 
permit the presence of civil guards. 

A few days ago four gendarmes 
were ordered to follow the king but 
their presence was considered so ob- 
Jectionable by His Majesty that the 
number was reduced to two. These 
followed at some distance. 


Immigration Figures 


Winnipeg.—Although the increase 
tn the immigrafion into Canada dur- 
{ng February was a little less than in 
the first month of the year, the fig- 
ures show an increase of 11 per cent. 
over the corresponding month in 1912. 
In. February, 1913, those entering Can- 
eda by way of the ocean ports totall- 
ed 6,776 as against 5,389, in the cor- 
responding month Jast year—in other 
words an increase this year of 26 per 
cent. The total arrivals from the 
United States, on the other hand, 
shows ‘a decrease of 3 per cent. com- 
pared with February, 1912, Last 
year the total was 5,752. while last 
month it only reached 5,572.
